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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The wording of the claims leads to claim 
interpretation problems. It is clear from the arguments presented that applicant is interpreting several of the terms in the claims in a 
different manner than the examiner. For example, the phrase "the valve operates in response to a plurality of setpoints" is taken by the 
examiner to mean that the valve moves as part of the testing sequence. Applicant appears to be arguing that the valve is performing 
other duties while the test are occuring and that the valve is being controlled with setpoints relating to the other duties. While this 
interpretation is not shown in the art of record, the wording of the claim is not clear. The claims should be clarified to remove any 
potential future interpretation issues. Examiner would encourage applicant to set up a time for an interview in order to advance 
prosecution of these claims as these issues can most likely be worked out over the phone more easily than through paper 
communication. 
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
